propo.se to \vrrol: tbo commerce of thu 
country; ther« lie it 


Itesohoil, Tluit wo insist upon our rights 


as American citizens to assemble and or- 
gani/.t! to negotiate and treat with other 
orgHiii-atiuns through onr delegates nnd 
r.'proseiilatives, witii the reprasontativorf of 
any and all otbor organuatlons un.l com- 
binutior.s wbatovor.

Mr. Bowen came to Jauesville in 18-19, 


from Akron, Ohio, at which place be was 
publisher and editor ot tha Akron Bea- 
con. 
For some years utter settling in 


Janesville ho was engaged in tho boot 
and shoo business in company with the 
late George S. Bungs, late of tha "U. S. 
railway mail service. Ketiring from this 
business ho purcLntu'd u farm seme two 
miles south of the Blind 'Institution, and 
for u few years WQR engaged in farming; 
in Mnrcb, ISDG, Mr. Bowen became associ- 
ate editor of the Gazette, which position 
ho retained until November 10th, 1858, 
at which time he retired; at the meeting 
of tho legislature in January following, 
he was elected ohief clerk of the state 
senate, nnd served as such during the 
12th session of that body; August 2d, 
ISO!), lie formed a co-partnership with 
Ohnrlos Uolt nud Uuuiel 
Wilcox, in 


the publication ot the Gazette, Messrs. 
Holt and Bowen being tho editors, and 
Mr. Wilcox tho business manager. This 
partnership continued until December 
1SG3, when tho paper was sold to Messrs. 
Thomson * Roberts. 
Retiring from 


the Gnzotte, Mr. Bowen engaged in tho 
manufacturing business and for u titne 
was the manager of tho Badger State 


(now Doty) compuuy. In 1371 ho was 
appointed postmaster ir. this city and 
served four years. He hod n strong lik- 
ing for newspaper work nnd after retiring 
from the postollico he was for some time 
engaged as political editor of th'o Mil- 
waukee Sentinel, and also did consider- 
able editorial work for lna "old pet", the 
Janesvillo Gazette. 


Somo years ago he removed to Alex- 


andria, Dakota, engaging m stool: raising, 


Mr. Boweu was a mini of very stron g 


convictions, and as a newspaper writer 
was a loader in his day. The!M'lwaukeo 
Evening Wisconsin, noticing hie death, 
says: "fle was the editor of the Jauos- 
villo Gazette during tide anti-slavery 
controversy, and the influence of his 
paper greatly aided the organization of 
.tho republican party m \Visconsic. He 
had no superiors and few equals amouft 
ttie editorial writers of tho state, and his 
incisive, 
vigorous, logical and 
often 


caustic s'ylo, was tho admiration an! 
envy ot his editorial cotemporanos." 


During the early stage of the rebellion 


at the tiuia General Fremont was in 
command ut St. Louis, organizing the 


western army, Mr. Boweu was in corres- 
pondence nub tuut goror.nl, regarding 
tho organization of cavalry, communica- 
tion being cut off at Washington, and it 
was through this correspondence tha' 
tho 3d Wisconsin cavalry (Gov. Barstow's 
regiment) was orzanized in this city, 
Governor Hamlall withholding his con- 
sent until the i-flRiineut was fully re- 
cruited.

THE A-IWClTEyrS OF OOK OPrfSENTS. 
We beg to call tbe attention of your 


honorable bodies to certain statements 
contained, and some conclusions drawn, 
in tbe brief submitted to tbe ways and 
aenrje committee by a committee repre- 
senting certain tobncco importers ami 
some of tbo cigar manufacturers: 


1. Tbo comment under tho head "In- 


significance of Sumatra Import,"is to- 
tally misleading. It compares the Su- 
matra importations, which aro exclusive- 
ly cigar tobaccos, with the total tobacco 
product of tho country, including tbat of 
Virginia and Kentucky, with which it 
does not come into competition at all, as 
the southern tobacco is not used in the 
manufacture of cigars. 
2, It should be borne in mind that only 
a limited amount o£ seed leaf tobacco 
goes to foreign countries, and that of the 
very lowest grades, most of it being con- 
sumed by American manufacturers. It is 
only tbo heavy shipping tobaccos of the 
south that ure exported in large quanti- 
ties, We have nothing to fear from Hol- 
land's retaliation, so far as our tobacco 
export is threatened. She takes only our 
lowest giades, euch as are undesirable 
with us; tlieso she must have under any 
circumstances, for sho can procure them 
nowhere else. Tho 15,243,997 pounds she 
took from us in 1885 were worth only 
81,290,330; wf> took from her during the 
same 
period, 2,189,817 pounds, worth 


81,857,259; in other words, our tobacco 
imports from ttio Netherlands ei joeds in 
value our tobacco exports to that coun- 
try. The statement therefore that we 
teok from her in six yearn unly 7,069,142 
pounds, und sold her !13,9G5DSG pounds, 
while it luoks big on paper, will, if anal- 
yzed, show wo paid ner more than she 
paid us during the past three years. Tbe 
balance oE trade on tbis account, there- 
fore, is not in our favor, at present, as tbo 
brief states.
